Lounging Rooms and Chamber Faced 
in Old Prized Woods, 


“ Chicago’s new city hall will contaia a 
council chamber unmatched for beauty 
among such rooms in America.” 

Martin Roche of the firm of Holabird & 
Roche,. architects of the city hall, made this 
statement yesterday. He spoke from per- 
sonal knowledge, because he has visited most 
of the important municipal structures of the 
country. 

One day near the end of the year the city 
council will leave the low/Mingy, il] ventilat-4 
ed, and pillared hall it now occupies in the 
temporary city hall, and will convene in the 
magnificent open room, paneled and cetled 
with old English oak, selected by the agchi- 
tects in a world wide search. It will be a 
council! chamber that would be indorsed by 
the most exacting M. L. V. report. 


Room Is Nearly Finished. 

The wood carvers and the decorators are 
butting the finishing touches on the room 
now, and a small band of city fathers and 
municipal officers, including B. J. Mullaney, 
commissioner of publie works, Charles M. 
Foell, chairman of the finance: committee. 
stood in the center of the room and gained 
some notion of what it will be when finished. 

The chamber Is the equivalent of two 
stories in height, and—with the galleries. 
lounging and anterooms—occuples the north 
half of the second floor of the new city han. 
Architecturally it coincides with the period 
of Italian renaissance, being entirely 
in wood, with paneled walls and beamed cell- 
ings. The side walls are of matchiess Eng- 
lish oak, the grain of Which ip a delight to 
the eye. 

One of the trees from which this veneer 
was cut was purchased in England and cost 
the manufacturer the tidy sum of $2,500.

Dr. Crippen came to us in 1804 and re- 
ceived a position from my father. He came 
originally from New York, 1 think, and he 
was a careful and efficient physician’ He 
was only a little fellow. He worked for us 
for five years, and there never was a mo- 
ment's disagreement between him and my 
father. 

“There was only one thing to disturb the 
That was his wife, 
Belle Elmore. He was intensely jealous of 
her and they often quarreled. She was 
pretty and attractive and she had lots ot men 
friends. 

He never struck her or anything of the 
kind, but I believe that if he thought he had 
any cause for his jealousy his rage could 
not be governed. He and his wife went out 
around constantly together, and apparently 
they were happy. 

He never drank and rarely smoked, and 
his home life and his work seemed his only 
amusement. I thought that this might pall 
upon Belle after a while. In 1890 he came to 
me and said that he was going to New York 
and then to England. 

“I think that it was about two years later 
that he wrote from London and said that 
he had established a fine practice there that 
he owned his own ghome, and that he and 
Belle were living happily together. 


Woman Oarried Life Insurance. 

My sister carried insurance on her life,” 
said Mrs. Mills.

ASQUITH SAYS GREAT BRITAIN 
WOULD CURTAIL ARMAMENTS. 


Premier Asserte Destre for Friendly Un- 
derstanding with Germany Is Pre- 
vented by Latter’s Naval Law, 


LONDON, July 14.—During the debate on 
naval expenditure in the house of commons 
this afternoon Premier Asquith reiterated 
that it wae the desire of the British govern- 
ment to come to a friendly agreement with 
Germany looking to the curtailment of arma- 
ments. 

“I wish,” said the prime minister, that 
@n arrangement could be reached with Ger- 
many for a reduction of the vast naval e. 
penditure. This government has approached 
the German government on the subject, but 
the latter can do nothing owing to the navy: 
law on the statute books. That being po, 
we must make our program accordingly.’ 

Mr. Asquith repudiated the suggestion that 
the British expenditure wae in any sense 
hostile to Germany. He declared that the 
relations between the-twe countries were 
most cordial, and pointed out that by April, 
1918, Great Britain would have only twenty- 
five Dreadnoughts to Germany's twenty-one, 
which could not be regarded as an inflateg 
jingo program. |

Say Pinchot Men Packed Program. 

Immediately the cherge was made by the 
anti-Pinchot conservationists that the Pin- 
chot men, who were in the majority in the 
executive committee, had packed the 
congress program with pro-Pinchot orators, 
to the exclusion of representatives of the 
administration and of the northwestern 
states.

ington, Oregon, California, Wyoming, Colorado, 
Utah, Nebraska, Kansas, Iowa, and Wisconsin. 

Further resolved, That the chairmen of the 
congressional committees having special reference 
to the work of conservation, viz.: public lands, 
agriculture and forestry; irrigation and teciama- 
tion of arid lands; conservation of natural re- 
sourceé and mine and mining should be inyite@ and 
that a member of the @epartment of egriguiture 
should be asked to address the congreme on the 
subject of good roads. 

Gov. FPberhart and his fellow committee- 
men, J. H. Beek, Charles Patterson, G. W. 
Gillette, H. A. Tuttle, and M. H. Hunter, 
‘urged compliance with the various demands 
of the resolutions. Special emphasis was 
laid on the extending of an invitation to 
President Taft to speak. 

After the speechmaking the members of 
the executive committee announced that 
President Taft would be invited and that the 
other demands would be considered at an- 
other meeting of the committee in the east 
next week. Then the St. Paul committee 
on cal arrangements will be notified of the 
final decision. A statement to this effect 
was made by Gov.

In ten days the army has revealed itself 
to the people, and it may be wondered, if 
the people have not revealed themselves fo 


nation that notion could not have survived 
the succession of enormous crowds which 
have filled the seats at the lake front 

It is gate to say that no event in the 
middle west, aside from the expositions in 
Chicago and St. Louis, ever brought to- 
gether so many spectators, More than 
1,000,000 people have seen the army in its 
display of skill, and the soldiers have 
chown themselves in such exhibitions of 
efficiency, courtesy, discipline, and order- 
liness as would have planted respect had 
there been none originally. — 

Citizens who have thought of the service 
lightly if at all have been given a revela- 
tion of its importance and ite accomplish- 
ment. The army showed. itself in its 
hippodrome rather than its. most practical, 
warlike aspect, and in doing so made a 
beautiful demonstration of the thorough- 
ness with which the enlisted men are 
trained to bodily soundness and muscular 
fitness. 

Both the civil and the military minds 
must have received impressions in the last 
ten days which will not fade rapidly. 
These tournaments are not new in the his- 
tery of the service, but the crowds 
Which afternoon and night have filled the 
lake front park have been #0 gigattic as 
to affect profoundly even the individuals 
who have made up the great masses of 
humanity, and the effect must have been 
still greater on the men whose perforin- 
ances drew the spectators. 

A wall of 60,000 people encompassing 
an arena was in iteelf a spectacle, and 
that wall, kept in perfect order by soldiers 
detailed to guard duty and ag ushers, was 
in itself an evidence of the efficiency of 
the army. One might seek no further than 
this for ea revelation of military compe 
tency. Thére may have been exceptional 
eases to which the compliment cannot be 
applied, but Chicago, which has seen many 
assemblages disorderly merely because of 
their size, never saw so many people 80 
perfectly handled. The great crowds came, 
found seats, or were unfortunate and were 
turned away, applauded the regiments on 
display, and disappeared—all in order and 
without confusion. 

What the people saw was well worth 
their aséembling. The cavalry troops 
ehowed them how borsemanahip is pre- 
duced in the army schools and the skill 
which results. It may be that the famous 
Italian cavalry organizations can under 
take successftlly feats which at least 
seem more hazardous and difficult, but the 
American trooper was demonstrated to be 
a master of spectacular, daring, and grace- 
ful riding. 

With infantry, signal, and ambulance 
corps, and artillery going into action with 
military precision and the dash of the hip- 
podrome, respéct for the United States 
uniform grew amazingly. There seldom are 
seen more beautiful sights than a regiment 
in the drill of military caliethenics, with 
the light of the overhead ares flashing on 
the bayonets with the swing of the men, 
or one more better designed for the creating 
of good, wholesome, patriotic impulse than 
that of a regiment on dress parade, 

Americans are not taught in the nice 
formalities of respect to the national em- 
blems which demand the scrupulous ob- 
servance of the soldier, but in the ten days 
in which this community and its neigh- 
bors had the army to observe, they were 
learning the little conventions which sym- 
bolize the respect otherwise undemonstrat- 
ed. It ie true that at least on one occa- 


‘sion the police mistook the uncertain at- 


tempte of the spectators to arise in honor 
of the national air and the flag for the 
beginnings of a disorder to be immediately 
suppressed, but they learned and the peo 
ple were learning. f ** 
The army gained something from seeing 
the citizens and the citizens gained much 
from seeing the army.

Yet old Lord Armstrong never daimed 
any ancestors nor added any gems of myth-

Hig shield“ and supporters bore refer- 
ence only to hig trade, the supporters being 
two stalwart smiths armed with huge ham- 
mers, While the motto, in armies ” 
(Strong in arms), in allusion to his name and 
to the excéllence of his artillery, is probably 
the most appropriate to be found in the entire 
records of the Royal College of Heralds. The 
late Lord Armstrong was created a peer of 
the realm in 1887 and died without issue in 
1900, when his baromy became extinct.

The late Lord Armstrong's only sister mar- 
ried Sir William Watson, judge of the Court 
of Exchequer and a veteran of the Penineu- 
lar war and of the battle of Waterloo. His 
son was John Watson and his son in turn 
was William Watson, who three years after 
the death of his grand-uncle had the latter’s 
tith revived n his favor by the Unionist gov- 
ernment. 4 

Lord Armstrong te a man of about 47, is « 
member of the Carlton club, which, of course, 
indicates that in politics he is a Conserva- 
tive; is married to a daughter of the late Gen, 
Sir John Adye of Telel-Kebir celebrity, and 
has two children. A year before his grand- 
uncie’s death he obtained, at the latter’s 
suggestion, the authority of the crown to 


assume the name ef Armstrong in addition | 


to his own patronymic of Watson.

At the time of the death of the old Duke of 
Nemours, in 1896, there was a considerable 
amount of bad blood between his two sons, 
Gaston, Count d' Du, and Ferdinand, Duc 
d’Alencon, as to which of the two should 
inherit the dukedom of Nemours, the matter 
Delng something beyond mere titular im- 
portance, seeing that the possession of a con- 
siderable sum of money was vested in the 
dignity. 

So bitter was the strife that both appealed 
to the French courte, but ultimately were in- 
Guced to withdraw their suite and to refer 
the matter to the head of their house, the 
Dube of Orleans.

most healthful climates in the United States 
and a chance to make money, but such peo- 
ple, if they are not familiar with farming 
ought to start in a small way. It would 
be better for them to remain for e few 
years on a smal! place near a city where 
they could raise garden truck or chickens. 
Our chicken farmers became wealthy last 
year, for the demand was heavy. 

“One reason why we advise such a course 
is that the city man is loet on a big farm 
Another is that we want no more tragedies 
in times of drought in the dry farming areas, 
such as are due to inexperienced men under- 
taking a form of agriculture where Skil 
and experience count for much, The dairy- 
man has an especially good chance to thrive 
on the plains of Colorado, but even he must 
come with proper equipment. He must have 
enough money to carry on his business and 
must have good cattle. In addition he must 
exercise some care in selecting his land. 

„Dry land farming is a continual fight 
against unfavorable conditions. Success de- 
pends upon the man, upon his courage, his 
knowledge, his judgment, and his persistence. 
Physical strength and endurance of both mea 
and women is a large factor in this struggle, 
With the best seeds and the best methods 
of tillage, there will be some years of total 
failure and many others of short crops. It 
is safest to lay plans that will furnish a 
living with an average of two failures each 
five years. There have been three conseeu - 
tive years of no crops followed by as many 
years of good crops. 

itions Gain with Time. 

“Conditions are much more favorable 
than they were twenty years ago, There 
has been no increase in the rainfall, but the 
methods. of storing and holding moisture in 
the soll are better understood. Today there 
are dry land plants that will produce crops 
with limited rainfall, and seeds of these crops 
that have been selected and bred under arid 
conditions. 

„Thousands of failures have occurred on 
the plaine that have been due to other than 
climatic causes. Men came and used seeds 
and methods adapted only to humid regions, 
and persisted in the face of continuous fail- 
ures until they lost their all. Men came 
without the capital absolutely necessary to 
carry them over poor years, and their first 
seasons were ones of severe drought. 

“Men arrived with families, and after 
paying the freight oa their household goods 
had no money left. They had not been 
thrifty enough to save anything in a humid 
country, where they had been familiar with 
profitable methods since childhood. They 
started in an arid climate, penniless, with- 
out any kowledge of the methods needed 
and with seed, feed, and family supplies to 
be purchased for from six months to two 
years before any revenue could be expected.

Capital Needed by Settlers. 
“A man unfamiliar with dry land farming 
should not settle on the plains unless he has 
sufficient capital to erect the buildings that 


are absolutely necessary, to buy the needed

Seek to Enjoin Commission. 

An injunction restraining the interstate 
commission from enforcing its findings is 
asked and an order compelling the commis- 
sion to reopen the case on the grounds that, 
while admitting the contentions az to the 
reilroad complained of. the commission failed 
to reduce the rates because of the effect on 
less prosperous roads in the same territory.. 

The suit is unique in many particulars. 
Tt is the first in which a shipper bas appealed 
from a decision of the interstate commission. 
and in this respect it is a test case to estab- 
lish the prinoiple that a shipper's property 
may be confiscated by excessive freight rates 
just as that of a railroad may be by unlaw- 
ful reductions. It is a singular case also in 
that the shippers are attacking the inter- 
state commerce commission for a decision 
which was favorable to them, although it 
did not go far enough, 

Its importance lies in the fact that, if suc- 
cessful, it will prevent the commission from 
considering the necessities of the weaker 
roads in deciding rate complaints against a 
stronger road, and thus will have an Im- 
portant bearing on the consideration of gen- 
eral rate advances. 

Complaints Made for Years, 

Chicago and Cincinnati have been com- 
plaining for years because their rates to the 
southeast were so high that they could not 
compete successfully with the lower rates 
established by the carriers from the eastern 
cities, from which the mileage is greater. 
The basic rate complained of is that from 
Cincinnati to Chattanooga, which is and has 
been for years 76, 65, 57, 47, 40, and 30 cents 
per 100 Ibs on the six classes of freight. In 
1804 on the original complaint the commis- 
sion prescribed as reasonable rates: 60, 54, 40, 
80, 24, and 22, but the Supreme court held 
that the commission without power to

He turned state's evidence, and after 
describing the conduct of the business tes- 
tified that Cella sent messages daily over the 
wire of the Standard concern to his brother 
Angelo and revealed the cipher code which 
he alleged had been used by the Cella broth- 
ers in telegraphing figures. 

No sooner had Altemus concluded his testi- 
mony than Cella was arrested on complaint 
of George Scarborough, the special agent of 
the department of justice in the bucket shop 
cases. charging that Cella, while a witness, 
falsely testified that he never was interested 
in the brokerage concern known. as the 
Standard Stock and Grain Dealers of Jersey 
City; that he never directed its affairs or 
derived any financial returns as a result of 
the business. 

On his arraignment Cella’s bail was fixed 
at $5,000, ie he furnished and was re- 
leased. He eady is under bonds in the 
bucket shop case. 

United States Commissioner Shields today 
held for extradition to Washington, D. C., 
Edward S. Boggs, Richard E. Preusser, Leo 
Mayer, Oliver J. Robinson, and Robert A. 
Guy, members of the firm of E. . Boggs & 
Go., with offices in this city and accused of 
being connected with the operation of a chain 
of bucket shops.

The state protects settlers on the Carey 
act projects and will see to it that purchasers 


get back their money in case of failure to 


receive water at a proper time. 
“The only Carey act project that is welt 
along is in Routt county, on the Snake river. 
The settlers are int well there and a 
splendid empire is being opened up. More 
people ‘would be going into that country if 
they understood the possibilities. Routt coun- 
“4 is 3 a majority of our homesteeders, 
is being. boosted by the rallroads and a 
new line ts being ‘built into it from the north. 
— from Routt county are now on 
the market and they are the largest I have 
ever seen. They are so big that there are 
not more than twelve to fifteen in an ordi- 
mary box. The potatoes from this region 
are exceptionally good and the future of the 

eettlers seems bright. 

“There is another good region in the 
southwestern part of the state. it is made up 
of Montezuma, Dolores, and La Plata coun- 
ties, together with San Juan county, New 
Mexico, which is part of the same vurrey. 
Thie locality is producing some of the finest 
potatoes in America and has a record for 
oats equal to that of any other section. Fruit 
does well there and escapes the bad frosts. 
This will be a eplendid locality when the 
projected railroad is built, ae all it needs ls 
an outlet to markets. There is plenty of both 
government and state land in these counties. 


Western Slope Is Prosperous. 
“There is general prosperity on the west- 
ern slope, where a 65 per cent crop of fruit 
is reported. Delta, Montrose, Hotchkiss, 


and Paonio report fully 75 per cent. Water 


has finally been turned into the canals in 
the Gunnison region. This shows how slow 
government work is, for the Gunnison tunnel 
was opened about a year ago when President 
Taft was out here and water then flowed from 
the Gunnison river into the valley of the 
Uncompehgre. This locality has attracted 
many settlers. 

‘We have received assurance that Colo- 
rado will receive about $2,500,000 out of the 
2,000,000 that has been voted by congress 
for finishing projects undertaken by the 
reclamation service. We believe that the 
high line canal in the Grand valley wil} be the 
first to receive the benefits of this action, as 
the surveys have been completed; A 12,000 
acre project in which Chicago men are inter- 
ested was opened last week in the Grand 
valley. Prices for land are exceednigly high 
in this valley. Even raw land brings from 
$150 to $250 an acre. 

“ Garfield county did well with potatoes this 
year, especially the Carbondale district, where 
Eugene Grubb, the potato expert, has his 
farm. Mr. Grubb's potatoes are known all 
over the country. We believe that Bagle 
county will make a world record for oats, if 
present indications can be relied on. 

Arkansas Valley Good Place. 

“The valley of the Arkansas river, from 
Cafion city through Pueblo and farther down 
is another place that enjoys steady pros- 

ty. The fruit will be fine this year, for 
it is actually passing former records and that 
is saying a good deal. Developments near 
Denver and near Pueblo are bringing addi- 
tional prosperity to those localities. Rocky 
Ford's cantaloups will equal former records. 
Sedgwick county in northern Colorado has 
splendid crops this year and is eager to let 
the world know about it. The dairy interests 
in the eastern part of the state did well, 
although the rainfall there was light. 

“Speaking generally our fruit crop holds 
up well with that of last year, with the ex- 
ception of the peaches. Apples are as good 
and plums are doing well. In the Arkansas 
valley the crop will come close to 100 per 
cent. All through the state there is 4 tre- 
mendous demand for farm labor. 

“We have been getting too many people 
who must find employment in the cities, 
such as stenographers, and too few laborers. 
We have a state employment office and one 
man was offered four places in one day last 
week. The positions were permanent. The
